NEW SPECIES. 


Warrant Issued for Arrest of 
Long Beach Man. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Nov. 18.— 
William Frakes, recluse of Bullion 
Mountain, and accredited collector for 
the Smithsonian Institution and other 
scientific organizations, haa succeeded 
in creating a distinctly new species of 
sheep, which bids fair to revolution- 
ize the wool industry. He has suc- 
cessfully bred a sturdy mountain 
sheep with does of the Leicester 
strain, the result being woo! bearers 
of large size, the wool being pro- 
nounced of a decidedly superior tex- 
ture. 

A feature of the new sheep is that 
the nimble animals browse with ease 
on the steepest mountain sides, hard- 
ly a spot on the declivities being out 
of réach, so sure-footed are these 
new creatures, end unlike the par- 
ent Leicester flock the offspring, that 
they prefer the rugged mountaine to 
the level plains. 

Heretofore the only use moun- 
tain side could be placed to es 4 
pasture was for goats. The 
sheep is more nimble, 
higher altitudes for feed. 
up the merite of the new animal it 
will raise a greater crop of wool, ev- 
ery bit of it as fine a grade as the 
Leicester: its carcass will furnish « 
greater mutton supply, and its range 
of pasture is practically unlimited.

The San Francisco fire swept away 
in smoke or left in ruins about 28,000 
structures of one kind or another. The

The building rec- 
orcs of Los Angeles show a very much 
greater number of structures in the 
same me. But the aggregate invested 
in the 30,000 buildings in San Fran- 
cisco is a good deal larger sum than 
that put into the. greater number of 
buildings in Los Angeles. The reason 


is that there were more great struc 


tures erected to replace the destruc- 
tion of the fire than were necessary 
here to accommodate the growing 
needs of the population. Only in the 
last two years has Los Angeles sur- 
passed the Bay City in actual outlay 
for gonstruction. | 

It we look at the matter from 
the population point of view it ap- 
pears that between the taking of-the 
census in 1900 and in 1910, n Fran- 
cisco. added a total in round numbers 
of 74,000, while Los Angeles added a 
total of 212,000.

the present total is about $27,000,000,

fifty-year period passed the figures 
will reach $200,000,000. 

“Gov. Ramsey made this possible, 
but no territory was more fortunate in 
its pioneers as well as in its natural 
resources. They were able. senstble, 
patriotic men. They gave us whole- 
some and practieal laws from the very 
beginning, when the legislative assem-~- 
bly met in a dining-room of a hotel 
built of loge. 

DISCOVERY OF IRON ORE. 

“During thé early 70s, iron ore was 
@iscovered in the vicinity of Vermil- 
lion Lake and in 1875 a grant of 
swamp land was made to the Duluth 
and Iron Range Railroad Company, 
which has been a prominent factor in 
the development of the mining Indus- 
try in Minnesota. In the 80s there 
were rumors of discoveries on what 16 
now known as the Mesaba Range.

lions of tons of iron ore. Braden, 
arbitrarily and without express au- 
thority of law, reserved the minerats 
on certain State lands, which he sold 
in the vicinity of Grand Rapids in 
1890.

If the State had 
Offered its lands with standing tim- 
ber for sale the chances are 
nearly all would have been sold, per- 
haps for a high price per acre, in 
which event the tron deposits would 
have, of course, fallen to the several 
buyers.

“There is a suggestion of luck in 
the finding of these mines on State 
lands. The State's good fortune has 
come as a blessing to us and to mil- 
lions of Minnesota's future citizens, 
because at critical times in the affaires 
of the State her servants acted with 
wisdom and devotion to the public 
welfare. The range of tron ore bear- 
ing lands has been extended into other 
counties, far removed from the orig- 
inal discoveri¢és, and large deposits 
have been found.

REVENUES FROM THE LANDS. 

“Thus far 6,667,218 acres have 
been sold of all classes of land, and 
2,486,405 acres temain unsold. The 
permanent school fund thus far ac- 
eumulated from the sales of land, 
timber, mineral leases and on 
iron ore amounts to $21,002,571, and 
the permanent university fund 
amounts to $1,448,798 from the same 
sources. These funds are invested 
in bends of cities, counties, town- 
ships and school districts of the State 
of Minnesota, and in bonds of Ala- 
bama, Delaware, Loulsana. Massa- 
chusetta, Tennessee and other States. 
The total amount of all the different 
funds so invested ia $26,977,235. 

“Under their contracts, lessees of 
the school lands agree to pay all gen-

E. A. Miller, the local postmaster, 
captured first prize at the Dinuba 
Fair in 1910 for the sweetest, thin- 
skinned oranges in Tulare county. 
The Globe district is very prettily sit- 
uated surrounded as it is with high 
hills on nearly every side and drained 
b ythe waters of the Tulé River. Be- 
sides the early orange the Globe dis- 
trict is producing some fine lemons 
and spiendid grapes. It has also been 
demonstrated that dates can be suc- 
cessfully grown here. This is one of 
the few sections in the entire State 
where climatic and soil conditions are 


adapted for date culture. 


Water is plentiful. Many of the 
ranches have co-operated in the 
building of an irrigation ditch 
through the country and much of the 
irrigation supply is obtained from this 
source. The domestic water supply 
is obtained from wells which vary 
from fifteen to thirty feet all through 
the section. 

Just northeast of Globe on Cow 
Mountain are two very promising 
gold mines. One, The Lost Squaw. is 
producing ore running in value be- 
tween $2300 and $700 a ten. The 
Mountain Lion mine has given up 
some samples which have assayed 
from $300 to $600 a ton. 

The people living in the Globe dis, 
trict are very active. Lately they 
constructed an artistic church build- 
ing valued at $3500. This is in- 
tended for the Methodist congrega- 
tion. There are two grammar 
schools, a merchandise store and 
postoffice at present in the district. 

This country has been handicapped 
in the past through the lack of rai!- 
road facilities and transportation gen- 
erally, but this has been overcome by 
the introduction of the Porterville 
Northeastern and there will undoubt- 
edly be a marked development noticed 
during the next few years. The rail- 
road company has. constructed «a 
pretty little station at Globe and is 
preparing to earry the orange ship- 
ments from thé section this season.

STAINED GLASS WINDOWS. 


{Art and Progress:] In the Cathedral at Chartres 
there are 1350 subjects in 143 windows. York Cathe- 
Aral has 117 subjects in one great window. Canter- 
bury, Lincoln and Salisbury have beautiful examples 
of early glass. 

There are many more in France and often the same 
workmen had windows in different towns. They trav- 
eled about in companies or guilds. In the event of 
an English military invasion of France they carried 
on their peaceful craft in England, and during a tran- 
quil seagon across the Channel there they were. 

It is of this epoch that subjects in medallions are 
typical. Circles alternated with squares to the full 
height of the window, each space having its story from 
the Old and New Testament with connecting patterns 
of ornament. 

The figures were smaller, of course, when so enclosed, 
but the orderly repetition of forms and colors and the 
assembling of so many pieces of glass resulted in maz- 
nificent harmonies carried aloft in varied courses. 

The great number of subjects in Chartres Cathedral 
were made up in this way, indeed Chartres is pre-emi- 
nent for Biblical legends in medallion windows. Glass 
of unusual thickness and radiance was used, and very 
substantial leading. 

The modern awakening of interest in stained glass 
as a fine art is largely due to the initiative of the Pre- 
Raphaelite group of devoted artists in England. About 
fifty years ago Edward Burne-Jones, at the instance of 


his friend Rossetti, designed some windows following 


the early examples, and in after years contributed many 
more to the art of his country. 


Painted glass of European manufacture is usually of 


excellent technical finish. Under its native soft gray 
skies it is at its best. The brilliant sun of our own

HOW THE NATIONAL GOVERNMENT 
WATCHES OVER IT. 
From Our Own Correspondent 
ASHINGTON (D.C.)—Monkeys which have the

to keep disease away from his children. It is now ten 
years since a national bureau of public health was 
founded. The institution has proven to be of enormous 


value, and there is a possibility that it will some day be 


made a Cabinet department with a secretary at its head. 
As it is now, the bureau is controlled by the Secretary 
of the Treasury. Its superintendent is Surveyor-Gen- 
eral Wyman, whose life has been spent in fighting the 
great diseases which affect the nation. It is to him 
that we owe the movement now being made against 
tuberculosis, pellagra and typhoid fever, the govern- 
ment regulations as to the sale of viruses and toxins, 
and also the establishment of the hygienic laboratory 
whose work I describe farther on in this letter.

In fact, Uncle Sam is now one of the great doctors 
among the nations. He has scores of scientists who 
are investigating diseases and seeking new drugs to 
cure them. At Panama he has practically wiped out 
malaria and yellow fever, and here at home he is show- 
ing us how to control typhoid, diphtheria and that great 
white plague known as consumption. The government 
is trying to keep diseases out of the country. It has its 
medical examiners at every port of Europe where im- 
migrants are inspected before they are allowed to start 
for the United States, and it has other doctors to look 
them over when they land. No person who has an in- 
fectious disease is now allowed to enter this country, 
and during the past summer the immigrants from the 
Mediterranean have been bacteriologically tested to see

I doubt whether there is in any part of the world an 
nstitution of medical research more important than 
that which the government has here at Washington. I 
have visited the Wellcome laboratories at Khartoum, in 
the Soudan. They are devoted to tropical diseases—to

They thus catch the dis- 
eases and through them the diseases are studied and in- 
vestigated. The sick animal is given drug after drug 
in order that the right one for this special ailment may 
be discovered. Such animals are carefully watched, 
their symptoms are noted, and, if necessary, they are 
killed and cut to pieces to ascertain the origin and 
course of the disease and how it may be controlled as it 
affects man. 

Among the animals used for this purpose are guinea 
pigs, rabbits, mice and monkeys. We are said to be 
descended from the monkey, and the monkey is the 
nearest to man in its make-up. It is only lately that it 
has been used in such investigations, but it is proving 


has on hand about three score such monkeys, and it 
wants more. The monkeys used come from India. 
They are of a species known as the Rhesus, which is 
sald to be, of all monkeys, the best for this purpose. 
These Rhesus monkeys are little fellows not much big- 
ger than a good-sized fox terrier, and are quite as cun- 
ning, as mischievous and as interesting as any monkey 
you will see in the Zoo.

The disease is 
from man to man, or rather from child 
for it is to a large extent a child’s disease, by 
of the secretions which come from the nose and 
mouth. Certain monkeys which were inoculated with 
a fluid mixed with these secretions took the measles, 
and it is probable that the contagion comes largely from 
such secretions. The saliva and other secretions are 
mixed with the dust of the streets and thus taken into 
the system. For this reason children with the measies 
should be warned against expectoration. 


Monkey Studies of Infantile Paralysis. 
Among other diseases recently investigated in the hy- 
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ease is like the measies in that it usually attacks little 
children. It is a disease of the spine, which paralyzes 
the child either in part or in certain of its members, 
and which often causes death. In Sweden out of 592 
cases of children under 11 seventy-one died, and in 
Massachusetts in 628 cases the State Board of Health 
found that 16 per cent. of the babies of less than one 
year failed to recover. Among the others, who got 
partially well, four had one thigh and leg paralyzed, 
eight had two legs paralyzed, and a number had a leg, 
arm and other members made dead, as it were. 
Infantile paralysis is not a new disease. Evidences 
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insomnia, jerking of the knees and partial paralysis. It 
affects the skin, the stomach and the whole physical or- 
ganization. In Alabama, in 1907, there was an epidemic 
uf it at the Mt. Vernon Hospital for Colored Insane, in 
which there were eighty-eight cases and fifty-seven 
deaths. 

No one yet knows just what causes pellagra. It has 
been thought to come from the eating of corn meal 
made from improperly cured corn, but this is doubtful. 
Dr. Anderson tells me they have traced back many 
cases where corn was no part of the diet. Moreover 
the scientists of the hygienic laboratory have fed rab- 
bits, mice, guinea pigs and other animals upon the diet 
said to cause the disease and that without any effect 
whatsoever. Dr. C. H. Lavinder, who has investigated 
the subject in connection with the laboratory, does not 
think it can come from maize, and so far its origin is 
practically unknown, 

During the present year the laboratory has been at- 
tempting to give monkeys pellagra. It has taken the 
blood and spinal fluid of pellagra patients and injected 
them into the blood of these little animals. Dr. Lavin- 
der has done the same, but so far their experiments 
have not been successful, although valuable informa- 
tion has been obtained. 


Typhoid Mary and Mrs. X. 


Some of the most interesting work of Uncle Sam's 
hygienic laboratory has related to typhoid fever. The 
corps of doctors here are ready to respond to any call 
from a typhoid epidemic provided the State or city 
where the typhoid is makes the call. At such times 
they go to the site of the epidemic and investigate its 
origin. Dr. Anderson tells me that typhoid can only 
come from the typhoid bacillus, and unless this is pres- 
ent itcannot exist. One might eat bad fish or bad meat 
which did not contain this bacillus and in such cases he 
could not have typhoid fever. However, this little be 
ing exists in most forms of sewage, it multiplies at an 


enormous rate, and it goes forth on its career of de- 


struction like an army with banners. It is not true 
that it is common in oysters, although it sometimes 
comes from such shellfish as have been taken from the 
salt water and laid im brackish water to make them 
swell up and look bigger. : 

The great danger of infection from typhoid fever lies 
entirely in that which comes from the patient when he 
is in certain stages of the disease, and as a rule this 
danger disappears as soon as the man recovers. It has 
been found, however, that there are certain human be- 
ings who are bacillus carriers. They are loaded with 
typhoid and other diseases; but the disease has no 
effect upon them and they keep in health. By disease 
I mean that they have in them multitudes of the bacilli 
which cause the disease. One case of this kind was 
that of a cook known as “Typhoid Mary.” She went 
from place to place and wherever she worked the peo- 
ple got typhoid fever. There were several dozen of 
such cases, all caused by this healthy Mary. 

Similar instances have been discovered by the Ger- 
mans, and it is now found that there are certain peo 
ple who are carrying about the cholera bacillus in the

The export commerce of the United Kingdom for the 
first half of 1911 shows an increase of nearly $100,000,- 
000 over the same period of 1910. The import figures 
mark a decrease of a little more than $1,000,000. The 
balance sheet is therefore in favor of the country by 
almost $100,000,000 better than in the half of the year 
of 1910. One would surely seem justified in saying that 
the United Kingdom was growing rich at a great pace. 
The conclusion cannot be gainsaid. : 

If this were the story of six months it would not do 
to generalize from the facts. But parallel to this run 
the lines of English history for the greater part of a 
century. And all the data at hand prove that the king- 
dom has been growing in wealth in proportion to the 
strides made in population, territorial acquisition and 
invention of machinery.

Look at the record briefly. Let us not go back so 
far as to make the review tedious. After many years 
of internal struggle, the Wars of the Roses, the revolu- 
tion against the Stuart conception of kings and their 
divine rights to do the wrong thing, the kingdom finally 
had domestic peace. Then began the struggle once 
more against foes without. Near the end of the seven- 
teenth century a great war was waged with France. As 
the eighteenth century dawned the conflict was re- 
newed on the Spanish succession. Just as the first 
half of that century drew to a close came another war 
with France over the Austrian succession. Soon after 
the turn of the half-century broke out a new war with 
France that lasted seven years. As this century drew 
near its close, the thirteen colonies in America revolted 
and made good their contention, Great Britain thereby 
losing the great continental possession. The century 
closed on still another war with France, and not until 
1815 with the Battle of Waterloo was the duel between 
the neighboring nations closed. 

The Spanish succession, the Austrian succession, and 
each other casus belli were for the greatest market. The 
real bone of contention was the same as that between 
Persia and Greece, as that between Rome and Carthage, 
as that between the followers of Mohammed and the 
Crusaders, as that between Spain and England, viz., the 
eontrol of the world and its commerce. In this last

TOKIO STREET VENDERS. 


COUNTLESS HAWKERS WHO PASS THROUGH THOR- 
OUGHFARES HAWKING LHEIR WARES. 


Passing and repassing through the streets of Tokio 
are venders of every description. Early in the morp- 
ing one's slumber is disturbed by their plaintive cries, 
and should the window of the house look upon a thor- 
Oughfare, there may be seen through the sudari a 
countless procession of hawkers, but they do not 
to be seen to be recognised, for their characteristic 
cries echo and reecho from morning until night. 

Take the oichini, for instance, the strolling medicine 
vender. Often he is a musician with a tuncful accor 
dion. Envious glances may be cast at his red and 
white epaulettes, his uniform and his cap. Many a 
youth, says the Japan Advertiser, might consider it the 
height of ambition to be able to go about the city in 
just the same manner and win smiles from all the 
young women in the streets through which he passes. 
But the oichini has all he can do to make his daily 
bread, and his lot is often very hard indeed. 

The center for the distribution of this medicine is at 
the merchant’s house, which is situated on the little 
island off Tsukifi.

WONDERFUL PROJECT FOR PUTTING $ 
THE MISSISSIPPI TO WORK. : 

By Rene Bache. 8 


LD MISSISSIP’” i: to be harnessed at last. The 
greatest river in the world has been idle long 
enough, and will soon be set to work for the pro- 


duction of electric power on an immense scale. 


With this idea in view, a dam is being thrown clear 
across the mighty stream between Keokuk, Ia, and 
Hamilton, III. It will be the longest bank-to-bank river 
dam in the world, with the sole exception of the irriga- 
tion structure across the Nile at Assouan. The water 
which it impounds will eventually form a vast lake, 
about forty miles long and from three to five miles wide, 


_ thereby changing the topography of the region to a very 
striking extent. 


The hydro-electric plant at the dam site will be one 
of the greatest ever built, its capacity being over 20,000 
delivered horse power. A large part of the electricity 
produced will be transmitted to the city of St. Louis, 
where public-service corporations have already con- 
tracted for no less than 60,000 horse power. The trany 
mission line will run from Keokuk along the east bank 
of the river about 140 miles to a point just outside of St. 
Louis, and will consist of steel towers carrying two cir- 
cuits. 

It is, however, easy enough to realize what vast indus- 
trial and other changes will be made over a large part

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the navigation of the Mississippi. They extend from 
Keokuk to Montrose—a distance of about eleven miles. 
But the river at Keokuk cannot properly be called tur- 
bulent.. Its waters are not hurled over hidden boulders 
and irregular masses of rock with the speed of a Ni- 
agara. On the contrary, the stream presents rather the 
smooth appearance of water running down an inclined 
surface. 

At Keokuk the Mississippi is half a mile wide at ordi- 
nary low water, and about a mile wide at flood. Its av- 
erage depth is only five or six feet, and its bottom is a 
bed of very solid blue limestone, clean and free from 
cracks and fissures. An observer with a short metal 
sounding rod can hear the clear ring of rock bottom all 
the way across. Established on such foundations, a 
well-constructed concrete dam and power-house should 
last as long as the old Roman concrete work made of 
natural cement, much of which has been standing 200% 
years and is still in good condition. 

Resting on this solid river bottom, the dam is being 
bailt out from the bluff on either side of the river, seven- 
eighths of a mile apart. Including abutments, it is 4568 
feet long. It is entirely of massive concrete without re- 
inforcement, and, being locked into the rock bed of the 
stream by pot holes and other excavations, it is prac- 
tically a monolith. The height of the dam above the 
river bed is thirty-two feet, and its base is forty-two 
feet wide. The upstream face is vertical; the down- 
stream face is curved—its upper portion in a parabola 
over which the water will spill. 

Without going in to engineering details, it may be in- 
teresting to tell of the remarkable method by which the 
building of the gigantic dam is being accomplished. A 
timber crib cofferdam 400 feet long is built around 
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of the Mississippi Valley by the preduction of relatively 
cheap electricity on such a scale. If one leg of a pair of 
compasses be placed at the point on a map where the 
city of Keokuk stands, and the other leg be so adjusted 
as to mark a circle with a radius of 150 miles, it will be 
seen that within this area are scores of towns, great 
and small, which can find plenty of use for the all-com- 
pelhng “juice —not only for manufacturing, but also 
for lighting and trolleys. The distance to which elec- 
tricity can be transmitted economically is being rapidly 
lengthened, and already in the city of Syracuse, N. V., 
the street railroads are run from Niagara Falls, nearly 
200 miles away. 

The Smithsonian Institution at Washington takes an 
interest in this project, from a scientific standpoint, and 
in its forthcoming annual report will publish a very 


interesting article on the subject. Therein is expressed 


a belief that the huge plant at Keokuk will prove to be 
of immense industrial importance. Wstablished in a 
region heretofore unsupplied with hydro-generated elec- 
tric power, it will be able to furnish such power at a 
relatively low price. An incidental result expected is 
that manufacturers needing large amounts of electric 
power will be attracted to that locality in years to come. 

The site of the dam and hydroelectric plant, as a 
glance at the map will show, is at a point where the 
three States of Iowa, Missouri and Illinois touch—140 
miles from Des Moines, 140 miles from St. Louis, and 
220 miles from Chieago. Here are found the Des 
Moines Rapids, which have always been an obstacle to

a section of the dam, and is made water-tight. by means 
of clay puddle. Then the water is pumped out of it, 
and in the space thus pumped dry is excavated a trench 
in the solid rock, on which the dam is foun The 
piers and arches forming the bridge and the bottom part 
of the dam between these piers are then built. 

After this the cofferdam is removed; another section 
of 400 feet is cofferdammed, and the process of con- 
struction is continued in the same way. Thi will go 
on until the bridge is extended all the way from the 
Illinois shore to the junction with the power-house on 
the lowa side. Incidentally there are left 116 or more 
large openings between the bridge piers, through which 
the water passes unobstructed. These openings will 
finally be closed, a few at a time, by steel gates, and 
the balance of the concrete part of the dam will be 
placed behind these steel gates, gradually raising the 
crest of the dam until it has reached its full height. 

The power-house (itself a marvel) will be 125 feet 
wide and a quarter of a mile long! Its substructure is 
being built of massive concrete, in which are molded 
the water passages and water-wheel chambers. For 
this purpose the method adopted is to construct a coffer- 
dam around the entire area to be occupied by the nower- 
house, inclosing about thirty-seven acres, to pump the 
water out of the inclosure, and then to proceed with 
the concrete work. The latter is a kind of work pre- 
senting extraordinary difficulties, inasmuch as the 
molds or forms for the water passages wheel cham-

A UNIQUE NEWSPAPER. 

In British Columbia there is a little newspaper, the 
Kamloops Wawa, circulating among several tribes of 
North American Indians. The unique feature of this 
journal is that it is printed in shorthand, 

Some years ago the Rev. J. M. Le June, a Breton 
missionary, arrived in British Columbia to take charge 
of a territory some fifty miles square. According to the 
Strand he found the great obstacle to his work to be 
the absence of any means of written communication, 
as the natives had no written language of their own. 


His repeated efforts to teach them to read and write“ 


by ordinary methods failed entirely. The missionary 
was acquainted with the simple French Duployan short- 
hand, and then conceived the novel idea of teaching 
the Indians to write their own language phonetically 
by means of the shorthand characters. 

He adapted the stenographic signs to the Chinook 
language, and the experiment proved a complete suc- 
cess. There are today three thousand Indians able to 
write and read their own language by no other means 
than shorthand. “Wawa” means “talk” in the Chinook, 
hence the title of the little newspaper which has been 
the natural outcome of the missionary’s undertaking.

With a dozen wild exed, fuzzy-headed, sullen-faced 
blacks beginning to paw over my “trade” as though 
it already belonged to them, I stood on the beach of 
Sjari and watched that little white gunboat dip and 
steam away with that same sinking feeling that a 
drowning man mrst have when he fafls to grasp his 
straw. “All over but the ambush and the death strug- 
gie,” I told myself. “These fellows here look quite 
equal to the job; and if they aren't, the lake people are, 
so It's all the same in the end.” 

Now that the little jaunt is all over and I am back 
in Manokoeari, it is with distinct pain that I have to re- 


cord that it went off as smoothly as a Sunday-school pic- 


nic, and much more quietly. Accounts of Sunday- 
school picnics read much the same, as do also those of 
well arranged little journeys into New Guinea—when 
the natives have no accounts to square. It is for this 
reason that I am not writing of this one at length. 


| There were no ambushes and our one shooting affray 


might have been avoided if we all had not had our 
nerves set on hair triggers by the number of prowling 
natives we had been seeing. It happened the day we 
were approaching the first of the lakes. 


In Tal Grass. 


Our path bad laid through a heavily-forested, moun- 
tainous country all the way from the coast, with many 
quick drops and ascents and numerous streams to cross. 
The forests thinned as the elevation increased, and as 
we approached the lakes the hills grew more rounded 
and finally ran out into gently-sloping, grass-covered 
plains. The grass, which was shoulcer-high, was cut 
here and there with the choked paths of the lake na- 


tives—the likeliest place in the world for the expected 


the natives shy and distrustful and not inclined to come 
near openly. Every now and then fuzzy heads, in rows 
or singly, would go bobbing along the tops of the grass, 
but always to disappear when we hailed their owners 
and invited them to lay down their arms and come 
and make friends. Sometimes we would never sight 
them again, bot often the heads—or others—would bob 
up on the oppos'te side from which they had first ap- 
peared and go sliding off along the grass tops as if they 


come up and grab your toes. 3 


It was not my own nerves only that were getting 
shaken, for I noticed that the soldiers had stopped their 
singing and were peering anxiously among the grass 
roots for squirming black bodies, while the usually lag- 
ging bearers were crowding vp close for safety. For 
myself, I will confess to seeing a man behind pretty 
nearly every grass stem, and the others, from their 
manners, seemed to be visualizing almost as success 
fully. 

We were extracting most of our comfort from the 
fact that the savages always made off directly following

the brush. Things moved so swiftly for the next few 
moments that I have rather lost their sequence. The 
corporal forgot his Papuan, and I distinctly recall his

Over in the brush there 
was a screech of pain, and, after the rattle of the firing 
died down, the sound of a body threshing in the dry 
leaves. I am not prepared to say that the soldiers actu- 
ally started down the back trail after the bearers when 
the blacks commenced to spring up and scatter, but I 
recall clearly that it was not until after it wae fully 
apparent that the latter were flying, not charging, that 
they came and formed a “hollow square” around me 
and swore to die in my defense. 


Forward With Fixed Bayonets. 


All was still now in the thicket ahead, but the cor- 
poral, explaining that the Papuan, like Fuzzy-Wuzzy, 
was “generally shammin’ when he’s dead. led on bis 
men with fixed bayonets. Slowly the inexorable circle 
Closed in, grimly alert for the expected charge. “Flip 
flop!” The floundering recommenced, but the soldiers,

The corporal said that the reason that they had failed 
to wing the other porcupine was that his men, accord- 
ing to manval, were shooting at the legs of the sup- 
posed Papuans so as not to wound them severely. This 
did not explain how they happened to hit: the first 
one, but as his marksmanship is a sensitive point with 
the Ambonian recruit I did not press the inquiry. 


There was no more stalking of the party in the grass 


after that, but the incident was regrettable in that it 
made the savages so shy that, except in a couple of the 
larger villages, they invariably either took to the bush 
on our approach or retreated to their houses and barred 
the doors. A liberal distribution of “trade” reassured 
them at the big village on the lower lake, and we man- 
aged to get them to entertain with a little singing and 
dancing one evening. but for the most part our ameni- 
ties were confined to making friendly signs to bunches 
of disappearing black backs and fuzzy heads. The re- 
turn trip was without incident. 

When I again picked up my steamer", some days later, 
it was to find that, during my absence, the captain and 
chief engineer had been badly cut up by a Macassar 
sailor who got drunk and “ran amuck,” that the chief 
mate was carrying two black eyes from a fight with a 
half-caste trader, that two of the under officers were 
down with malaria and that there was a case of cholera 
among the deck passengers. New Guinea didn’t seem 
so bad against that showing, but I should stin prefer 
to confine my visits to those sections which have no 
“accounts to square.” 

STRANGE BIRD MIGRATIONS. 

{New York Sun:] Birds sometimes make extensive 
migrations, even if they are of a species not commonly 
migratory. Prairie chickens once flew northward from 
Miinois prairies and passed over the city of Detroit, 
Mich., in great flocks, thousands of them lighting in 
the city limits before crossing the river to Canada. Pro- 
ceeding in their strange flight thousands of them were 
drowned in Lake Superior, but so many of them sus- 
tained the long flight that they stocked districts north 
of the lake and made a prairie chicken hunting ground 
where there had never been such game before. No 
satisfactory explanation of that migration, unprec- 
edented so far as known, was ever made, but the gen- 
eral opinion among sportsmen acquainted with condi- 
tions there is that it was forced by the persistent, ex- 
cessive and indiscriminate raids of the market hunters

An equally strange migration of wild turkeys once oc- 
curred in Michigan. Those big game birds were plen- 


tiful In the Michigan woods and were being hunted mer 


cilessly by organized parties in the employ of dealers 
in Chicago and other cities. They disappeared from 
their haunts as suddenly and completely as if they had 
never been there. But they could not hide their ex- 
odus, their numbers were so great. It is chronicled 
that the migrating host was a quarter of a mile wide 
and was several hours in passing. They journeyed 
westward, and in the course of time wild turkeys were 
reported as more than plentiful in districts west of 
Michigan, where they had been rarely seen before.

N NORTHERN JAPAN lies the ee Bay 

of Matsushima, famed among the natives as one 

of the three most beautiful places in their country. 
While visiting in Tokio my friend and 1 decided to make 
a trip to this famous spot, so often neglected by the 
ave age tourist. 

One cold morning in March before breakfast two 
jinrikshas rattled up to the door and hurried us off to 
the train. A jinriksha ride is a pleasure that haunts 
one’s dreams. The gondolas of Venice can scarcely 
claim to be rivals. One skims along, apparently having 
no connection with the ground, and with such an intelli- 
gent horse that there is little fear of a collision. 

We wound in and out the narrow streets, our jinrik- 


dren, chickens and pedestrians to get out of the way. 
Tokio is a city of a million inhabitants, and every one

My friend decided that the dried minnow= 
and brown bean paste would do very well for chicken 
feed, and threw the boxes out of the window. 

A palace dining-car was finally discovered on the train 
and here we found solace for our sorrows. The room 
was exactly nine by nine. There were seats for four 
people, two on either side of the car at small counters 
placed against the windows. We sat facing the win- 
dows on little soda-fountain stools and every jerk of the 
train nearly landed us in our soup or in the aisle behind. 
Every available space, on the counter and under, was 
filled with bottles—beer, whisky, fansan and Hirano 
water, with a predominance of beer. Evidently Ameri- 
cans-in Japan drink more than they eat. At every 
lunge of the car we kicked the bottles and grabbed the 
counter frantically. Nevertheless we had some good 
beefsteak, toast and coffee from a nitehes hardly as big 
as our trunks. 

A few of the trains carry very fine dining cars, espe- 
cially between Kyoto and Tokio, but the majority of the 
Japanese travelers prefer to buy ahe cold luncheons 
and small pots of hot tea sold at nearly every station 
along the route. The venders, instead of going through 
the cars, as with us, pass along the platform crying 
their wares in a sing-song minor chord, and the pas- 
sengers bargain from the windows for books, news- 
papers, lunches, fruit, cakes, milk, and, last but not 
least, tea, which a Japanese gentleman loves better than 
his wife. 

Our train pulled into Sendai after dark, and fortu- 


nately some good missionary friends cared for us dur- |

We drew 
lots and, Japanese fashion, cleansed ourselves well with 
water and much scrubbing before stepping into the tub, 
In Japan the tub is simply the finish of the bath. 

For dinner we had the same menu as at noon, and 
breakfast the next morning resembled them both. =

Geta in a 
hurry are terrible! Fifty geta on a hard surface can 
make as much noise as Niagara. : 

Our carriage was divided into two sections, each divi- 
sion about the size of a small street car with seats run- 
ning along the walls at either side. Between the two 
seats stood a low table holding several cups and a tea- 
pot, replenished every few hours. Not having acquired 
the Japanese tea habit, we found little comfort in the 
bitter liquid, served without milk or sugar. Neither 
had we taken up the “no-breakfast” theory, and, al 
though traveling in artistic, esthetic Japan, our ple- 
beian imagination lingered fondly over the thought of 
hot coffee and toast. 

Resigning ourselves to our fate, we leaned from the 
car window and bought two ready-prepared luncheons 
in white wooden boxes, costing about 7% cents apiece. 
The boxes were neatly tied and a pair of chopsticks 
laid across the top, only half-aplit, to show thef had not 
been used. When the boxes were opened, our eyes were 
delighted with the artistic arrangement of food. But 
what a delusion and a snare!

Arrangements were made to have the boat call for us 
the next day and, guided by our friend, we pushed 
through the crowd of dirty, starving children to the end 
of the village street and into the country beyond; some- 
times walking on a well-kept road and sometimes on the 
sigzagging paths which separated the stubbled rice 
fields. Climbing a large hill an unusual view was 
spread before us. The great blue bay, hemmed in by 
bluer hills, glowed and sparkled in the sun and among 
its dark-green islands with glistening _ mtted the

A walk along the beach brought us to our Japanese 
hotel, perched on a rocky point, high above the water. 
At the top of the steps our friend shouted: “Gomen 
nasai” (please excuse me,) which brought a quick an- 
swer in the form of a little Japanese maid sinking to 
her knees, bowing to the floor and murmuring that we 
were honorably welcome.

OUR BES CONIFERS. 


SOME SUGGESTIONS AS TO THEIR CHOICE 
AND THEIR CHARACTER. 


By Ernest Braunton. 


ALIPORNIA is well supplied with conifers or 
cone-bearing trees, both native and introduced, but 
of our too long list there is a goodly proportion 
that cannot be imcluded under “our best conifers.” A 
week ago it was the writer's privilege and pleasure to 
listen to an address on the question and to take part in 
the discussion following. J. J. Reeves, before the No- 


ety, gave the best exposition of the uses and peculiar? 
ties of this great plant family that it has ever been 
the pleasure of the writer to hear, and many of his 
opinions are herein given. 

He who will have coniferous collections will persist. 
in having one or more representatives of every sub- 
family, tribe, or genus, but to him we do not especially 
sing. Nearly all species of Abies or fir grow one-sided 
grow slowly and very seldom have a thrifty appear- 
ance. The better species, if we will plant, are con- 
color and amabilis. Of Cedrus or the true cedars all 
are good, though C. Libani, the cedar of Lebanon, is 
the slower grower and only with age becomes impress- 
ive. Cedrus deodara, the giant cedar of the Himalayas, 
is one of the best of all conifers and should be much 
‘more extensively planted, even on avenues. The Pi-

cas OF spruces are not eatisfactory, but of these the 
‘Norway spruce, P. excelsa, is the most desirable. In 
Pinus, the pines, we have one of the most im 

divisions of the family, and of these Canarfensis an 
halipensis are two of the best, bo 
in foliage. Of P. halipensis the writer 
distributed thousands, but knows of very few large 
ones; yet all are fine specimens, and the same i 
of P. Canartensis._ P. maritima is the best of 
follaged species and P. pinen, the Stone Pine, is a good

slowly, but its appearance is good, and Torreyana, 
while a vigorous grower, is rather too attenuated for 
ornament. P. mughus and P. muricata are good for 
massing. 

Of the araucarias, the Bidwillil is best, though in its 
younger days the other species are quite ornate. Luck- 
ily, the too formal Norfolk Island pine (A. excelga) is 
not now planted in every yard, as it was some years 
ago. Closely allied to the latter genus is a beautiful 
conifer of singular appearance, Agathis robusta, the 
Kauri Pine of New Zealand, having very beautiful, 
thick, shiny leaves an inch across and two of more 
inches long. This tree ig as great a departure, in ap- 
pearance, from the typical family as is that other 
strange conifer, the maidenhair tree, Gingko biloba, 
from Japan, which has leaves like those of a giant 
maidenhair fern. In the next division of this family, 
Lawson cypress, though not one, is the 
srime favorite, known to the botanist as 
Lawsoniana. The common blue cypress (Supressus 
Gfuadalupensis and C. Lusitanica, are two good blue 
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a place in this group. C. Knightiana and C. MacNabi- 
ana are very good species of green shades. 

Of the junipers, the Bermuda species is the best and 
Juniperus Sabiana and J. prostrata are best for ground 
cover of any in the whole conifer family. In the arber 
vitas or thuya the species T. chinensis and T. oc! 
dentalis are preferred. In this section we have one 
native to California, our Incense cedar (Libocedrug de- 
currens) that is unsurpassed for local use or for beauty, 
or grandeur of appearance when of great size. Long 
straight avenues of this noble tree would attract more 
favorable comment than like rows of any other conifer. 
They may be used on comparatively nasrow parkways, 
but on those of twenty or more feet they will give bet- 
ter satisfaction than any other tree ever used for street 
planting in Southen California. On country roadsides, 
especially, we should have lines of this, Cedrus deodara, 
and others not generally known. We now have too 
small a list of really good street trees for rural districts, 
where soil spaces are sufficient for the most exacting 
tree. Callitris robusta, often called Australian er- 
press, is a beautiful tree, but the despair of nurserymen, 
It is safe to handle it only in pots, for as a balled 
tree nearly all perish soon after being transplanted. 
For a small lawn tree the Japan cedar (Cryptomeris 
elegans) is a splendid subject, but the latter species, 
C. Japonica, is beautiful only while young. The two 
species of sequoia, our own special pride, should be 
used freely, for they are highly ornamental, grow fast, 
are vigorous and healthy at all times, troubled with no 
serious pests or plant diseases and are peculiarly 
adapted to park, garden and roadside use in this, their 
native State. The big tree (Sequoia gigantea) is a 
beautiful ornament for park or garden and if the red- 
wood (S. sempervirens) could be once used on broad 
parkways for street planting, in order to demonstrate 
its adaptability and rapidity of growth, it would soon 
become a great favorite for the purpose.

Mark Twain on the Pepper Tree. 


N MARK TWAIN'S “Following the Equator” he gives 

us his impressions of things small as well as large; 
often beautiful descriptions of objects of art or nature. 
The following is his tribute to our glorious pepper tree 
as he saw it in Australia: 3 

“Horsham, Oct. 17 (at the hotel.)—The weather is 
divine. Across the way in front of the London Bank of 
Australia, is a very handsome cottonwood. It fs in opu- 
lent leaf, and every leaf is perfect. The full power of 
the onrushing spring is upon it, and I can imagine I 
can see Kk grow. Alongside of the bank and a little 
way back in the garden there is a row of soaring foun- 
tain sprays of delicate feathery foliage quivertng in the 
breeze, and mottled with flashes of light that shift and 
play through the maas, like flashlights through opal—a 
most beautiful tree, and a striking contrast to the cot- 
ton wood, Every leaf of the cottonwood is distinctly 
defined—it is a kodak for faithful, hard, unsentimental 
detail; the other is an impressionist picture delicious 
to look apon, full of subtle and exquisite charm, but 
all details fused in a swoon of vague and soft loveli- 
ness. 

“It turned out upon inquiry to be a pepper tree, an im- 
portation from China. It is a silky sheen, soft and rich. 
I saw some that had long red bunches of current-like 
berries ambushed among the foliage. At a distance, in

Sanda wood Trees.

The writer would like te watch the development of 
lines of trees planted under ideal conditions. Let holes 
be dug for trees, at regular intervals, three or four feet 
across and of an equal depth, the soil well mixed with 
thoroughly decayed manure, replaced in the hole, weil 
watered and allowed to settle for a week. ‘Then into 
these holes plant nursery-trained, leafless, bare-root pep- 
per trees three or four inches in diameter at base and 
eight or ten feet high; trees that have never known 
care or pot. Every thirty days during the subsequent | 
year these trees should have one copious watering. At 
the end of a year a light pruning should be given and 
the top roots, from one to five in number, should be 
cut off close to the trunk, to indyce a main root sys- 
tem deeper in the soil. Each summer, for two more at 
least, these trees should receive a few waterings that 
would wet the soll thoroughly to a great depth, thereby 
calling the roots down. Watch should be kept for these 
two summers (the second and third after planting) to 
see that no roots are allowed to grow within the top 
foot of soil. A judicious, intelligent pruning should 
be given at least once each year. In ten years there 
would be grown a double row of street trees that for 
beauty and effectiveness would surpass any of like 
age now to be found In this State. |

ITH the California shows now close at hand it 
W will be of interest to the novice and amateur at 
the exhibiting game to give a note of warning 


im the matter of preparing his best birds for show- 


room honors. And especially does this apply to the 
larger fixtures where entries are large in all the classes 
and competition correspondingly keener. Obviously 
grooming and preparing birds for the show alley is not 


the “whole thing;” the specimen itself must possess 


quality. But of two birds equally good, the one that 


shall have been groomed and cleaned up, will win hands 


down over the neglected one. So it is of first impor - 


'- tance to put show birds in condition. 


The first thing to do is to critically examine your 
flock with a copy of the Standard of. Perfection in hand, 


and eliminate all disqualified sperimens. To do this 


intelligently first look up the general disqualifications 
which apply to nearly all breeds and varieties; then 
turn to the disqualifications that govern your particu- 


lar breed and variety. This accomplished, you have 


segregated the don't count“ birds from those which 
have a running chance for distinction. Now go over 
these birds again, and’ by the law of elimination segre- 
gate all those that possess glaring faults subject to 
“cuts” or “discounts” under the scrutiny and judgment 
of the judge. The Standard will again tell you of the 


counts that each faulty division of the bird is subjected |. 


to. And right here do not get discouraged, for bear in 
mind the perfect bird in any and all breeds and varie- 
ties is still to be hatched. This accomplished, you now 
have the best birds to operate on with a running chance 
for winning awards that will prove the quality of your 
stock. 

Place these in quarters by themselves—the fewer in 
a pen the better. Give them conditions that shall 
make for cleanliness in plumage, and robust physical 
health, but not fat. Treat them gently and with a cer- 
tain familiarity so that they will be tame and docile 
when placed under show-room conditions. A nervous 
and “skeery” bird never shows off like one that is nor- 
mal and natural. If you provide clean runs nud pure 
straw for litter the birds will almost be in show condi- 
tion when the event transpires. In order, however, to 
meet sharp competition you had better go a step further. 

About a week before show dates place your crack 
specimens in individual coops a little while each day. 
This will accustom them to show alley conditions. Feed 
largely of grain, as such feed prevails in the show room, 
which will avoid a sudden change of diet. The feath- 
ered-legged sorts should have a good bedding of clean 
straw while so treated, to avoid broken feathers. Two 
or three days before going to the show room white 
feathered birds should be washed. A common custom 
is to have two tubs of warm water in a warm room. 
Dip the bird into one, rub good soap into the plumage, 
stroking only the way of the feathers. Do this gently 
until the operation has loosened the dirt, wipe the bird 
dry as possible, and then plunge gently into the other 
tub of clean water, thereby freeing the plumage of all 
soapy substances, wipe dry and place the birds in a 
warm, dry room, where they should remain until the 
plumage becomes bone-dry. When out of the water the 
bird win look ragged, but before long it will preen and 
smooth out its plumage, be perfectly white, and if a 
good specimen be an object of beauty to gladden the 
heart and eye of a fancier. When dry place in a coop 
the bottom of which is filled with clean straw. 

So much for the feathers and both. We will 
manicure our prize winner, because we are after 
challenge cups and the coveted blue ribbon.

and shanks. With a solution of two parts sweet oil 
and one of alcohol wash face and comb; this will re- 
move accumulations of dust in the depressions. This 
had best be delayed until the judge gets to work. Do 
not break or damage large feathers in wings and tail; 
small feathers in other sections that are damaged, if 
not too pronounced, may safely be removed; off-colored 
feathers in parti-colored birds, and black feathers in 
white birds are often pulled out—in a sense this is a 
species of faking, but it is done nevertheless. The 
real sportsman and the skilled breeder will use every 
effort to breed birds free from such blemishes. In the 
writer’s estimation, the removal of broken and dam- 
aged minor feathers is allowable. White plumage is 
rendered less “brassy” if the birds are afforded semi 
ghade, where the glare of the sun does not strike them 
direct; black plumage will become more intense under 
like conditions, and will assume a strong luster if 
stroked the way of the feathers with silk cloth, say a

FIELD NOTES. 
A Great Commission. _ | 
V HAD the pleasure recently, along with other mem- 
bers of a committee, of calling upon Commissioner 
Lane at the Federal Building, in San Francisco. He 


was engaged in hearing a railroad case of some char- 


acter, and his court was filled with big railroad at- 
torneys and other promiment men. There was a dig- 
nity and formality about the proceedings that were 
disconeerting to our committee. The latter was com- 
posed mostly of fruit growers, and we had no attorney 
to present our case. We needed none, as was shown 
later. 

At the close of the hearing the “court” (Mr. Lane) 
stepped down from the bench, came over to our group, 
and im ten minutes he had explained to us just what 
methods were necessary in the case we wished pre 
sented to the interstate Commerce Commission. 
We realized that this dignified and now all-pow- 
erful body was ia its functions an approach tow- 
ard the common people, somewhat removed m its 
position from a supreme court. We discovered 
in Mr. Lane a gentleman ready to discuss procedure 
through which the fruit growers could get a hearing 
without circumlocution, a man ready to help arrive 
at the facts without ultra legal rounds, ready 


„ also to tell us plainly that one of our claims could 


have no standing. We had just been listening to a 
hearing where apparently the practices before a very 
high court were observed, yet immediate transforma- 
tion of the “judge” to a plain counsellor with a com- 
mittee of farmers seeking advice. And Mr. Lane gave 
his counsels with the utmost fairness to the other side, 
stating nothing prejudicial to the facts involved in both 
sides of the contreversy yet helpful to the farmers’ un- 
derstanding of their rights. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission was created 


“twenty-four years ago last April. In March, 1885, the 
Senate adopted a resolution empowering a select com- 


mittee, known later as the Cullom Committee, to inves- 
tigate the management of railways in relation to inter- 
state commerce. This committee issued a report in 
January, 1886, and this report formed the basis of the 
law known as the Interstate Commerce Act, effective 
April 3. 1887. Late decisions have made the commis 
sion of immense importance. 
* 
Annual Meeting. 
ITHIN a few days of this writing the second an- 
nual meeting of the Placer County Standardization 
Association will be held at Newcastle, the deciduous 
fruit shipping center of the State. This meeting win 
be attended by practically every fruit crower of the 
county, and the writer has been invited to attend as a 
kind of farewell conference. Here we have labored to- 
«ether for two years to establish one of the most un ue 
fruit ‘associations to be found. It was organized in No- 
vember, 1909, for the purpose of confining the outgoing 
fruit to arbitrary standards of quality, packing and con- 
talners. 
For wo years Placer county has shipped nothing but 
standardized packages to the eastern markets. The 
effect has been marked. Districts subject to rejections, 
allowance and other marketing troubles in this county 
now escape these difficulties. Last November the 
Placer association was reorganized with the unanimous 
approval of the growers. This November they will re 
adopt the plan, and the outlook for a general adoption 
of standardization throughout the leading counties de- 
voted to deciduous fruits Is good. It is but a sensible 
business movement in the trial of which both growers 
and shippers find profit and stability. One of the most 
commendable features is that it has taught both pro 
ducers and shippers that there are certain interests in- 
volved in the fruit business that are common to all con- 
cerned, and that cannot be conserved without co-copera- 
tion. Ihe plan does not interfere with the rights and 
methods of any é¢lement, unless fhe latter are against 
the common good. 7 
How long it will be till the cardinal principles of this 
movement are recognized both north and south will de 
pend upon the enterprise of the parties, both growers 
and shippers, and upon tthe depth of adversities that 
follow the old, haphazard system of handling the fruit 
pack.

Ortand Irrigation. 
NE UNIT of Irrigation established by the Reclama- 
tion Service of the United States has been placed 
where its progress may be noted by a large number 
of people without going very far from home. Most 
of these systems are located at long distances from the 
centers of population, and we know of them mostly by 
what is written concerning their development. Not so 
with the Orland project. It is located in Glenn county. 
in the heart of the Sacramento Valley, with water now 
ready for irrigating 14.000 acres. 
For years Stony Creek has furnished irrigating water 
for a small portion of the northeastern part of Glenn 


county, but it remained for the Reclamation Service to 
make use of the natural storage basins along the creek 


which reinforeed with substantial dams furnish water 


ifrom a few hundred feet in the valley to 6000 feet at 
the mit of the range. The total length of the creek 
is ninety miles. Its drainage area is 600 square miles, 
being only 100 square miles less than that of 
Gabriel River, including the lower reaches 
stream. | | 
The main stream of Stony ‘Creek lies wholly 
| mentary rock. The basin is covered with an un 
dense growth of underbrush, and were its sou 
higher it would furnish water sufficient to effect th 
value of an immense area of good horticultural land. 
A total annual discharge of 765,000 acre feet would in- 
}dicate a heavy water service for this stream did not 
the summer flow run down sometimes to less than 1000 
acre feet for the later months of the irrigation season. 
Fortunately for the Orland unit the impounding facili- 
tes were found ample for storing heavily, and we see 
building up under favorable conditions a reclamation 
district within easy reach of the public interested in 


plans.

Hops and Their Enemies. 


| AT YEARS for the hop growers of Northern Call- 

fornia are all too far apart these twenty-five or thirty 
years. This season prices are exceptionally high and 
the crop as good as usual. No one can foretell to what 
figure hops will reach before the year is over. I have 
heard no complaints of attacks by red spider and hop 
aphis this season, and thus all circumstances seem to 
have favored the enrichment of the hop growers of the 
year 1911. Reports do not indicate the cause of the 
scarcity of hops in England and Europe, save that in- 
sect attacks and climatic adversities may have reduced 
the tonnage. Hops have sold for a few cents a pound 
in California, and on several oceasions the extremely 
low prices have bankrupted the growers over great 
sections devoted to this crop. 

As yet there has been no effective means of fighting 
the hop louse discovered. The summer visitations 
might be greatly mitigated by growing hop vines far 
removed from all varieties of Prunus. In this connec 
tion Mes one of the most astonishing manifestations of 
animated nature. From most minute observations 
made by Riley the fact has been established that the 
last generations of aphis produced on the hop vines are 
winged, both male and female. The latter are partheno- 
genetic, and with the true males they migrate to* plum 
or prune trees—the nutrient power of the hop vines be 
ing suffictent to produce males but not trve sexual fe- 
males. These females produce a very few offspring, 
and each of these without exception is a true female. 
After fecundation by the males they deposit a few 
eggs each which winter over and start the procession of 
agamic femeles which the following summer give birth 
to a Une of similar creatures to more than a dozen sepa- 
rate generations. In the fall sexual generations again 
meet upon the plum trees to perpetuate the species. 
From this fit may be that species of the Prunus may be

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Unsuiphured Dried Fruit. 
0 NE of the consultants of the editor of the Care of 


the Body, who had received personal hygienic ad. 
vice by mail, wrote as follows: 

“I read Dr. Moras’s ‘Autology’ some few months back, 
and noted that he proscribed dried fruits for the reason 
that the chemical condition of their sugar was thereby 
changed and made objectionable. — 

“While | know you understand the natural method 
of cure (and many other things) much better than the 
doctor mentioned (or I would not have applied to you), 


still what is a fellow to think when opposite rules are 


advanced by men otherwise very much in accord on 
general lines? 

“I cut out dried figs for this reason some months ago, 
although I am extremely fond of them, especially im- 
ported Smyrna whole figs put up in deep square or 
oblong boxes. 

“Il would appreciate very much a word from you in 
this regard.” 

Dr. Moras is wrong. Grape sugar, in drying, under- 
goes no serious deterioration. The chief drawback to 
dried fruit—at least to California dried fruit—is that it 
is usually treated with sulphur. The following article 
was published in the Care of the Body of October 22: 

“The use of sulphur upon dried fruits is injurious to 
health, as it produces sulphuric acid. There is no 
question of doubt about this, whatever the Remsen 
Board may decide. It was this same board, by the way, 
appointed by President Roosevelt, which overturned the 
just decision of Dr. Wiley in regard to the unhealthful- 
ness of mineral preservatives in foods, and since then 
the board has triea to get Wiley’s scalp. 

“The editor of the Care of the Body has resided in 
California for nearly thirty-six years, and takes a patri- 
otic pride in the State's industries. He cannot, however. 
permit this to prevent him from uttering a truth when 
the health of the people is involved. ‘Magna est veritas 


et prevalabit.’ Moreover, it is quite possible to dry 


fruits without the use of sulphur, provided people would 
not be so foolish as to demand light-colored fruit tha! 
has been doctored. Such a method may be more tedious 
and expensive, but that should count for little when the 
question of public health is involved. 

“Unsulphured fruit tastes much sweeter and more ap- 
petizing than sulphured fruit. Any one whose senses 
have not been blunted by wrong living, or the abuse of 
condiments, can readily detect the sulphuric acid taste 
on dried fruit, especially when it is eaten raw, as it al- 
ways should be eaten, if you wish to derive the greatest 
benefit from it. 

“When the dried fruit is soaked or washed sufficiently 
to remove the sulphur, it loses much of its nourishing 
qualities.”

with the fruit growers, Highly sulphured fruits are 
preserved with a lower degree of desiccation than those 
not sulphured, and for this reason a greater weight of 
fruit is produced from a given weight of the raw mate- 
ial when sulphur is used. It is not difficult to preserve 
a water content of 30 per cent. or over in the finished 
product when liberal sulphuring is practiced. 
Numerous experiments of the United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture have shown that the use of sul- 


phurous acid in foods is deleterious, that it never adds 
anything to the flavor or quality of a food, but renders 
it both less palatable and less healthful. Sulphurous 


acid retards the assimilation of food material and over. 


works the kidneys, which have to remove all the added 
sulphur from the body. Another effect which the ad- 
ministration of sulphur poduces, and one of a more seri- 
ous character still, is formed in the impoverishment of 
the blood in respect of the number of red and white 
corpuscles therein. Sulphur, like all other preserva- 
tives, as benzoic acid, saccharin, etc., is purely a drug, 
devoid of food value, and exerting deleterious and harm- 
ful effects. The addition of any form of sulphurous 
acid to products intended for human food should there- 
fore be avoided. 


Should you, however, be tempted to eat half 4 
of these dried pears raw, you will find a 
taste on your tongue. This is caused by the 
acid formed in the sulphuring of the fruit. 

Several years ago Germany, which 
old-fashioned idea that the health of its people is 
more importance than the wealth of its manufacturers, 
forbade the admission of California dried fruits, unless 
they contained only a very small amount of sulphur. 

Whenever the sulphuring of dried fruit has been 
criticised or threatened by law, the California fruit 
packers have claimed that to forbid this practice would 
ruin a great California industry. This would certainly 
be a bad thing, although not so bad as the injuring of 
the health of hundreds of thousands of people. Such a 
calamity need not, however, now follow the non-sul- 
phuring of fruits. Since the above article was published 
in the Care of the Body, Otto Carque, who has been 
putting up unfermented grape juice in Northern Call- 
fornia, brought the editor of the department samples of 
fruit dried by a new process. These samples, which in- 
cluded Logan berries, Sultana raisins, and peaches, also 
cauliflower, were remarkable in that they not only re- 
tained their natural flavor, but their ‘natural appear- 
ance, so that after soaking them in water, you might 
suppose they were fresh fruit. The delicate Sultana 
raisins were not browned, but had the natural greenish 
yellow tint. At request of the editor ef the department 
Mr. Carque has furnished the Care of the Body the 
following description of this new process: 

“A new system of drying and preserving fruits and
